— The President is pleased to approve 
th e award of “Sena Medar/^Army Medal" to the under- 
mentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to duty 
and courage 

1. Major MANOHAR SINGH DAYAL SINGH ADVANI 
(1C-18650), Engineers. 

Major .Manohar Singh Dayal Singh Advani was officer 
commanding of a field company of Engineers on 15th July, 
1972 and had been entrusted with the tusk or recovering 
the mines which had been laid in the Western Sector six 
months earlier. A lot of thick under-growth had come up 
as also many of the mines had drifted and their fuses had 


become sensitive. Besides, in several cases, strips of mines 
had been superimposed on the mine-fields by other units 
making the recovery work hazardous. Several casualties 
had occurred while recovering nine fields in the neighbouring 
field companies. 

Major Advani personally led the way in the mine fields 
prodding with hand as detectors were ineffective and only 
after he had located and neutralised the first set of mines 
and located the strips and pattern did he allow others to 
proceed with the work. Tn every case, where mines were 
difficult to Ioeate, he personally undertook the task of locat- 
ing and neutralising them. In the entire operation, he was 
associated with detection and neutralisation of over 1000 
mines with his own hands. While clearing one of the mine 
fields be sustained scvcic burns on his hands and face due 
to a mine blast. This did not deter him in any way from 
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the task and after receiving first aid he was back again in 
the Amne fields locating and neutralising the most difficult 
and sensitive mines which he did not allow any of his sub 
ordinates to neutralise Because of this, the task was com- 
pleted within the stipulated time 

In this operation Major Manohar Singh Dayal Singh, 
Advam displayed courage detei nnnation and leadership m 
the best traditions of the Indian Army 

2 Captain MAHENDRA SINGH BEN1WAL (SS 23042), 
Engineers 

Captain Mahendra Singh Bemwal was commanding an 
Engineering Platoon during mine lifting operations m Fazilka 
Section The task was extremely difficult and hazardous 
There were no records available mine fields were not fenced, 
and the mines were not laid m a set pattern Some of the 
anti tank mines weie without pressure plaffis making them 
highly dangerous The area was co\ered with tall cotton 
crop and the ground was hard, making prodding extremely 
difficult Undeterred Captain Bemwal accepted the chal- 
lenge with confidence and he personally entered the area, 
did the settling out and vuth courage and piofe^sional skill 
neutralised many mines Thus inspired his wen followed 
him and earned out the task cheerfully 

On the 14th January 1973 while clearing m nes Captain 
Bemwal located two holes in the mine field On mvestiga 
tion, two 1000 lbs bombs were found to be harried Neu 
tralising these bombs was full of hazards as they had be 
come sensitive due to lapse of time Unmindful of the 
risk involved he personally undertook the task which was 
actually required to be done by expeit of bomb disposal 
unit 

On an earlier occasion on 2nd January 1973, he was 
detailed alongwith a party of sapDers to remove the ex- 
plosive from Beriwala bridge and make it safe The bridge 
had been badly tampeied with by the enemy during the 
operations, the explosive chambers were partially damaged 
and he explosive could have become sensitive Realising 
the risk involved, he set about doing the task himself and 
cleared most of the explosives 

In. ihese operations Captain Mahendra Singh Bemwal dis- 
played coinage, determination and leadership in the best 
traditions of the Indian Army 

3 Lieutenant PRITPAL SINGH (IC 24751), 

Engineers 

Lieutenant Pntpal Singh had been serving with an Engi- 
neer Regiment in the Northern sector The Thako Chak 
area in this sector was full of anti-tank and anti-personnel 
mines laid bv the Pakistani troops dunng the Indo-Pak Con- 
flict of 1971 The mines were covered with thick growth 
of elephant grass and slush which had withstood one mon 
soon, the records handed over by the Pakistani troops were 
not authentic and some of the minefields no records were 
available, and as such clearance of these mines which was 
entrusted to I leutenant Pritpal Smgh was a hazardous task 
He carried out the task assigned to him using both conven 
tional and unconventional means always at grave personal 
risk so that the troops and civilians did not suffer casualties 
and the land was quickly available for cultivation He 
inspired his troops by his personal example, so much so 
that he nanowly escaped two mine blasts in which he was 
injured badlv Undeterred h e continued his task most 
cheerfully and accomplished the job in record time 

In his operation Lieutenant Pritpal Singh displayed 
leadership and devotion to duty in the best traditions of 
the Indian Army 

4 Second Lieutenant NARENDAR KUMAR KAKUR 
(IC 25470) Engineers 

In the Indo Pakistan Conflict, 1971 Pimple post in the 
Chhamb Sector m Jammu and Kashmir nrovided close 
observation of the enemy area and dominated Pakistani 
picquets in that sector Since delineation of the area in the 
Chhamb sector this point fell on our own side of the Line 
of Control although it remained under Pakistani domination 
The enemy had already dug two slit trenches and laid mines 
at th e post 

It was decided to clear our own mine lane in the area 
between our forward position and the Pimple post with a 
view to occupying the post later Second Lieutenant 


barcndia Kumar Kakur was detailed with his Engineers 
pan, to complete tins task In complete disregard of his

Jammu and Kashmir Militia 

In the Tndo Pakistan Conflict 1971 Pimple was the domi- 
nating romt m Chhamb Sector m Jammu and Kashmir area 
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which provident dose observation of the enemy area and 
dominated their picquets in that Sector. On delineation of 
the area, the post fell on our own side of the line of control 
although it remained under the occupation of the Pakistani 
troops. 

After clearance of mines between our forward picquct 
and th e Pimple post, a tegiment of J & K Militia was 
assigned the task of capturing the Pimple post. On the 
night of 23rd/24th May 1973, Subedar Kear Singh was 
given the command of a platoon and was ordered to capture 
the post. He organised nis platoon in two parties and he 
himself led the first party. His party stealthily moved and, 
with complete surprise, took position on the objective. In 
the meunttme, the second party of the platoon had also 
reached the post. 

Subedar Kear Singh leeonnoitred the area and immediately 
dcloped his platoon to commence digging. On hearing 
the noise of digging, the Pakistani troops opened fire with, 
rifles and light machine guns coupled with para-illuminating 
bombs. The platoon, inspitc of the fire kept on digging. 
Subedar Kear Singh went from person to person and inspired 
them to continue their woik. The enemy opened up yet 
another heavy and effective volley of fire from medium 
machine guns, 2 inch and 3 inch mortars. Undeterred, lie 
kept on inspiring the troops to meet the challenge with 
full valour, exposing himself to enemy Arc. The platoon 
effectively returned the enemy fire with rifles, light machine 
guns and 2 inch mortars and ultimately captured the post. 

In this action,. Subedar Kear Singh displayed courage, 
determination and leadership in the best traditions of the 
Indian Army. 

8. JC 44626 Naib Subedar KONOTH THEVARATHIL, 
PADMANABHAN NAMB1AR, Engineers. 

Naib Subedar Konoth 'Ihevaralhil Padmanabhan Nambiar 
was in command of a platoon of an Engineer Regiment 
which was assigned the task of lifting mines in Hussainiwala 
and Kheni Karan areas. The mine lifting operation was a 
very hazardous task especially in view of the fact that no 
records were available, the terrain was treacherous and the 
mines had become sensitive having been in the ground for 
over a year. At great risk to his personal safety, Naib 
Subedar Nambiar was constantly present in the mine fields 
conducting his platoon in rifting mines, By his personal 
example, h e inspired his men in complctin E the task allotted 
to him within (he specified time. During the course of the 
operation, Naib Subedar Nambiar was injured in his eyes 
due to accidental blowing up of anti-personnel mine and 
had to be evacuated to hospital, much against his wishes. 

Throughout the mine lifting operation, Naib Subedar 
Konoth Thcvarathil Padmanabhan Nambiar displayed ex- 
emplary courage, leadership and devotion to duty in the 
best traditions of the Indian Army, 

9. TC 48947 Naib Subedar MUNESHWAR VATS SINGH, 
Intelligence Corps. 

Intimation was received on 1st June 1973, (hat Major 
Ramesh Chandra Sharma, who was commanding a forward 
Rifle Company of the Scouts, had strayed into a difficult 
area and that in a bid to escape, had fractured his leg. 

If became absolutely necessary to extricate him from that 
area immediately. Naib Subedar Muneshwar Vats Singh 
readily volunteered for the job and organised a rescue 
operation party of civilians and briefed them. After nego- 
tiating the difficult terrain in that aein and continuously 
working for full 48 hours, he managed to bring the officer 
back safely. 

In this action Naib Subedar Muneshwar Vats Singh dis- 
played courage, initiative and exceptional devotion to duty. 

10. JC 50029 Naib Subedar WR JANG CHHETRI, 
Gorkha Rifles. 

Naib Subedar Bir Jung Chetri was in command of a 
rifle platoon as part of a mobile internal securitv column 
which was assigned the task of disarming the Provincial 
Armed Constabulary men during the disturbance in Uttar 
Pradesh in May 1973. On 22nd May 1973, in the first 
assault on the Provincial Armed Constabulary office build- 
ing. from the top of which the Constabulary personnel were 
firing small arms, he personally led the attack of his platoon, 


exposing himself to the direct fire from the members of the 
Armed Constabulary. While advancing further, whersk his 
platoon was pinned down due to effective fire from three 
directions, he, on his own initiative, moved forward with 
a handful of men and cleared opposition from the left flank 
and the Railway track. By his personal example and leader- 
ship, he inspired the men under his command and they 
achieved spectacular success in a very short time, thus avert- 
ing further bloodshed. 

In his action, Naib Subedar Bir Jang Chhctli displayed 
courage and leadership in the best traditions of the Indian 
Army. 

11. 3948124 Naik PARTAP CHAND, 

Dogra Regiment, 

On the night of 1 Slh /19th April 1973, Naik Partap Chand 
was a Section Commander in a special patrol in Mokok- 
chung District in Nagaland. The patiol was trying to locate 
a hostile hideout. During the search, the patrol reached 
near tho camp in pitch darkness and bad weather through 
almost impassable jungle. The camp was found located 
below a shaip cliff approachable only from a circuitous 
lonte. Naik Paitap C'hand followed his patrol leader and 
descended Ihe cliff with the help of a rope. He was de- 
tailed lo cover the rear oi the ‘basha’ while the Patrol 
leader went to the entrance. Naik Partap Chand then ap- 
proached ihe ‘basha’ stealthily and was about to take up 
position when he heard a sudden shuffling noise towards the 
entrance of the ‘basha’, EIc at once rushed to the spot and 
saw two hostiles charging out of the ‘basha' flashing their 
dahs. While his patrol leader grappled with one hostile, 
the other tried to attack him. Naik Partap Chand rushed 
after the second hostile and, without hesitation, pounced on 
him before the hostile could do any harm to the Patrol 
leader. After a hand-to-hand fight, Naik Partap Chand 
managed to overpower the hostile and pinned him to tho 
ground. The hostiles were apprehended with arms and im- 
portant documents. 

In this action, Naik partap Chand displayed exceptional 
courage, determination and devotion to duty in the best tra- 
ditions of (he Indian Army. 

12. 1423987 Naik MANJ1T SINGH, 

Engineers. 

Naik Manjit Singh was the NCO inchargo of a rescue 
party updating in Nawagam taluka of Kaira district during 
the devastating floods in Gujarat between 3 1st August and 
10th September, 1973. While proceeding to village Moti 
Kaloli for rescue operations his boat was swept away in the 
turbulent water of Sabarmati River. He remained calm and 
rowed his boat valiantly and brought the men of his deta- 
chment to safety at Nayaka village, four miles down stream. 
While every effort was being made to find out his where- 
abouts, Naik Manjit Singh for next 72 hours continued to 
carry out rescue operation in all villages around him. By 
his personal leadership, courage and example he guided his 
men to continue work without adequate food, clothing and 
rest. 

In this action, Naik Manjit Singh displayed courage, 
leadership, drive and devotion to duty in the best traditions 
of the Indian Army. 

13. 1178689 Naik ANNAMMA POULOSE, 

Artillery. 

( Posthumous ) 

On 22nd May 1973, a Medium Regiment of Artillery was 
given the task of disarming a battalion of armed personnel 
of Provincial Armed Constabulary located at Ramnagar, 
district Varanasi. Approximately 300 men who had taken 
up arms and bad put up a well organised resistance by firing 
rifles and Ligh| Machine Guns on the Army contingent. 
Two of the Army platoons were completely pinned down 
under heavy and accurate small arms fir e from these per- 
sonnel. One Light Machine Guns located on 8 feet high, 
watch tower was bringing down heavy and accurate fire on 
the troops. The Section Commander ordered Naik Annamma 
Poulosc, who was at the Light Machine Gun on the rear 
side of the tower to engage the gun of the constabulary 
personnel. He, accompanied by another gunner, crawled 
through the hostile fire, and on reaching the rear side of 
the watch tower, took cover behind a 4 feet , high com- 
pound wall from where ho could see an opening in the para- 
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pet wall of the watch tower. Realising that the enemy 
could nol be engaged from the ground level effeelively, he 
climbed up the compound wall, took up a position and 
rapidly fired a number of shots from h:s rifle, through the 
opening m the paiapcl wall. As a result, two armed per- 
sonnel, who were manning the Light Machine Guns, were 
severly wounded by his lire and their gun was silenced. 
Blit, while cairying out this dating act from a completely 
exposed position, Naik Annamma Poulose received a shot 
in the skull and chest and fell from the wall and died on 
the spot, 


with his Carbine Machine Gun front hip position, killing that 
hostile instantaneously. The other hostile was also hit but he 
managed lo escape by jumping inlo a nallah. In this encoun- 
ter, a good deal ot aims and some important documents of 
Naga hostilcs wcie also seized. 

In this action, vSepoy Balbir Singh displayed courage, initia- 
tive and devotion lo duty. 

17. 4246647 Guardsman MADHU MLJRMU, 

The Guards. 


Tn this action, Naik Annamma Poulose displayed gallan- 
try, determination and devotion to duty of a high order. 

14. 4241583 Lance Naik RAM JlWAN CHOUDHARY, 
The Guards. 

(Posthumous) 

On 22nd May, 1973, Lance Naik Ram Jiwnn Choudhary 
was pait of forward platoon of a company of an Infantry 
battalion which ws assigned the task of cleaving the Lines 
of the armed personnel who hud taken up amis and weie 
fully armed and deployed in built-up ateas. Lance Naik. 
Choudhaiy was commanding a section of his company de- 
luded to clear the Light Machine Gun post, which was firing 
irom a building. The advance of the section was held up 
due to effective Light Machine Gun fire from the building. 
.Seeing the number of casualties, he moved forward to silence 
the gun and when he was a few yards away from the post, 
he was fired upon from two sides. Though mortally wound- 
ed in his right arm, he continued lo rush for the Light 
Machine Gun position. During his charge, h e was hit by 
the Light Machine Gun burst the second time, but he shot 
the gunner and silenced the Light Machine Gun in the same 
motion. He continued to inspire his men inspire of being 
seriously wounded and succumbed to his injuries a few 
minutes later. 

In this action, f ance Naik Ram liwan Choudhary dis- 
played exemplary courage and devotion to duty. 

15. 1180053 Lance Naik SUNDAR, 

Artillery. 

The Medium Regiment, with which I.ancc Naik Sundur was 
serving, was given the task of disarming a battalion of armed 
personnel on 22nd May 1973. Approximately 300 men had 
taken up arms and were putting up a well-organised resistance 
by firing riflcs_ and Light Machine Guns oh the men of the 
Artillery Regiment. Two platoons were completely pinned 
down under heavy and accurate small aims fire. There were 
three severely wounded other ranks lying in (he nallah run- 
ning along the road. They could not be evacuated on account 
of heavy and accurate hostile fire. Lance Naik Sundar was 
the driver of the Column Commander's Jonga. When all 
efforts to evacuate the three wounded other ranks failed, he, 
with complete disregard to his personal safety, drove the Jonga 
to the spot where the casualties were lying and under the covei 
of the Jonga, quickly lifted the three wounded other ranks 
and put them in the vehicle. Although the Jonga was riddled 
with bullets and he had received a bullet injury on his right 
forearm, he managed to reverse the vehicle and rushed the 
casualties to the Civil hospital. 

In this action, Lance Naik Sundar displayed exemplary cour- 
age, initiative, and devotion to duty. 

16. 3966208 Sepoy HALBTR SINGH, 

Dogra Regiment, 

Sepoy Balbir Singh was a member of a ‘Stop’ party detailed 
to apprehend a group of hostiles, reported to be camping at a 
place in Mokokchung District in Nagaland. The area was 
covered with tall elephant grass, which restricted visibility. The 
‘Stop’ party, therefore, deployed an observations post on n 
tree top, where Sepoy Balbir Singh was detailed. On 5th Mav, 
1973, after being in position for four hours, he noticed some 
movement in the thick elephant grass at some distance. The 
movement was in the direction going away from the position 
of our own troops, After alerting his comrades' by a pre-ar- 
ranged field signal, be climbed down from the tree and accom- 
panied bv another Sepoy waiting below, immediately rushed 
towards the place of movement lest the persons hidden should 
by-nass the position of ‘Stop’ party and thus escape. He had 
hardly gone a few yards when he was confronted by two of 
the hostiles. The leading hostile was carrying a loaded gun 
but before he could open fire, Sepoy Balbir Singh opened fire 


Guardsman Madhu Murmu was a light machine gun num- 
ber one of a lorward section of a platoon ot an infantry bat- 
talion, which was assigned the task of capturing the western 
complex of an armoury on 22nd May 1973, which involved 
fighting in built-up areas where some armed personnel were 
tully entrenched in the buildings. The advance of the platoon 
was held up on account of the effective light machine gun fire 
from the building wesl of the armoury. Disregarding personal 
safety, Guardsman Madhu Murmu moved forward towards the 
buildings from where these personnel were bringing down 
effective automatic and rifle fire, and then climbed the build- 
ing alone with his light machine gun and with his accurate 
and sustained fire killed both the light machine gunners and 
thus silenced their guns. He Ihen engaged the others, who 
were firing from the armoury most effectively, thus making 
way for his plutoon lo advance and capture the armoury. 

In this action, Guardsman Madhu Murmu displayed cour- 
age, determination and devotion to duty, 

18. 5340213 Rifleman TNDER BAHADUR THAPA, 

Gorkba Rifles. 

A battalion of the Gorkin rifles, with which Rifleman Inder 
Bahadur Thapa has been serving, was assigned the task of dis- 
ainnng a battalion of armed personnel during the disturbance 
created by them. The battalion was also ordered to capture 
their well guarded armoury. On 22nd May 1973, the batta- 
lion was successful in making these men to lay down their 
arms. A seize of the armoury was then laid but the presence 
of 400 personnel armed with lethal weapons prevented the 
iroops from disaiming the armoury guards. Any fire would 
also hitvo resulted in unwanted casualties and, therefore, the 
troops were put to much of restraint for a long time despite 
provocations from the other side. In the meantime, 500 more 
men from outside also joined them, ft was at this time that 
the troops had tn go inlo action for fear of the mob opening 
to the armoury by foice, which would have been dangerous. 
A seclion of the company with which Rifleman Inder Bahadur 
Thapa was associated, made an assault on the armourv at 
2030 hours on 22nd May, 1973. Rifleman Thapa rushed for- 
ward and assaulted the guard in (he guard room who had al- 
ready fired twice at him injuring him in his left thigh. Des- 
pite the injury and profuse bleeding, he, with complete dis- 
regard of his pr’sonal safety, dashed foiward and caught hold 
of the guard, who was itisi to fire yet another round at him, 
Thb led to the capture of the nimoury and finally in the break- 
down of resistance by 900 personnel assembled there. 

In this action Rifleman Jndei Bahadur Thapa displayed 
coinage, determination and devotion to duly. 

19. 1250771 Gunner (Driver MT1 KRISHNA REDDY, 
SHESHPTHIRI, Artillery. 

Gunner (Driver Krishna Reddy Sheshpthiri has been serv- 
ing with a Medium Regiment of Artillery, which was assigned 
the task of disarming a battalion of armed personnel during 
(he disturbance created by them. The unit took up the task 
on 22nd May, 1973 and had to face resistance from nearly 
300 men armed with rifles and light machine guns. The Pla- 
toon in v'hich Gunner (Driver Sheshpthiri was serving had to 
face accurate small arms fire. When one of the other ranks 
while rushing from one position to another was scriouslv 
wounded by a light machine gun burst in the abdomen and fell 
down in open completely exposed to the hostile fire, despite 
grave personal rnk. Gunner Sheshpthiri immediately rushed 
out of his covered position, picked lip the wounded other rank 
■ind nrhed back to the covered position. While performing 
this gallant act, he was hit in the thigh by a bullet but he 
inn tinned to bring his injured comrade to a safe position from 
where bolh of them were evacuated to the hospital. 

In this action, Gunner (Driver) Krishna Reddy Sheshpthiri 
displayed courage, initiative and devotion to duty in the best 
traditions of the Indian Army. 
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20. 124483 Gunner (ORA) SAUARIMUTHU 
SWAMIDASS, 

Artillery. 

The medium regimen? with which Gunner Sau«rimu*hu 
Swamidass has been serving was given the task of disarming 
a battalion of armed personnel on 22nd May 1973 during the 
disturbance cieated by them. Approximately 300 men had 
taken up arms and put up a well organised lesistance by tiring 
rifles and Light Machine Gum on the troops. Two platoons 
were completely pinned down under hea> y and accurate small 
arms fire. One other rank was hit by a bullet in his chest and 
was lying unconscious in the open. Gunner Swamid iss, with 
complete disregard for his personal safety and in the face of 
imminent danger, rushed out cf the cover behind which he 
had taken up position, picked up the wounded other rank and 
rushed back for the cover of the nullah running along the 
road. While doing so, he was hit by a bullet in the elbow, but 
despite his injury he managed to biing his comrade lo a safe 
position from v'here both were subsequently evacuated to the 
hospital. 

In this action. Gunner Sauarimuthu Swamidass displayed 
courage, initiative and devotion to duty in the best traditions 
of the Indian Army. 


— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “NAO SENA MEDAL’’/“NAVY MEDAL” to 
the undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion 
to duty and courage : — 

1. Commander KADRT MANIUNATH (X). (00151 T), 
Indian Navy. 

On 12th October 1973, due to heavy floods in the river 
Burabalanga, the embankment on its right bank was in the 
danger of being breached. On request by the Civil authorities 
for assistance, Commander K. Manjunath, along with a party 
of 2 officers and 30 lawans, proceeded to the live? bank and 
woiked ceaselessly for over six hours to protect the bound. As 
the task was found to be beyond control, it was given up. 
While returning he found 2 women and 5 children perched 
precariously on top of a sinking mud-hut about half a mile 
away from the embankment, in the mid stream of the flood- 
ed area. The flood water had already caused a wide breach 
in the approach road to the embankment. Realising that the 
lives of the women and children were in petil, Commander 
Manjunath, in utter disregaid to personal safety along with 2 
officers and 7 jawans, swam acioss the entile stretch of water 
with the help of imnrovised rafts, and rescued the women and 
children in three shifts. With the river rising steadily and 
darkness closing in. he performed this arduous and mei itorious 
act without any gadgets for crossing a fast flooding watei. 

Tn this action. Commandet K. Maniunath displayed courage 
and devotion to duty in the best tradirions of the Indian Navv. 

2. Commander DEVENDRA KUMAR YADAV (X), 
(00280K) Indian Navy. 

Commander Devendra Kumar Yadav was commissioned in 
the Navy in January 1957. In May 1959, he volunteered for 
Naval Aviation. On successful completion of the flying train- 
ing, he was awarded the Pilot's wings in May 1961. 

Cdr. Yadav joined a Naval Fighter Squadton and by bis 
sheer hard work and determination was among the first offi- 
cers to qualify on the deck During his tenure in the Squa- 
dron on board the Aircraft earner, the officer showed great 
promise as a Fighter Pilot. He completed Helicopter Con- 
version in July 1967 and since then has been fly'na the rotary 
wing aircraft. On completion of a tenure of a Flight Com- 
mander of a S.A R. Flight on Indian Naval Shin VIJCRANT, 
he was selected for an Anti-Submarine HelicnnOr Souadron 
and was selected fo>- deputation to the United Kingdom. Dur- 
ing the operations in 1971. he flew the hebcantcrs with great 
professional skill and dedication to duty. Commander Yadav 
was subsequently appointed Commanding Office- of the Ileli- 
cooter Training School and in this capacity, h~ was responsi- 
ble for the successful completion of two courses and standar- 
dising th“ Helicopter training in the Na’ y. 

Throughout, Commander Devendra Kumar Yadav display- 
ed professional skill and exceptional devotion to duty in the 
best traditions of the Indian Navy.

3. lieutenant Commander SATINDER KUMAR 

OBEROI (X) (00395-Y) 

Indian Navy. 

On the morning of 19th June 1973, Indian Naval Ship 
BETWA was sent to lender assistance to COSMOS PIO- 
NEER. a tanker w'hich was in distress after running aground. 
The sea on that date was extremely rough with a 15-20 feet 
height of waives. At about 0715 hours, the Ship lowered her 
sea boat for closer examination of the COSMOS PIONEER 
and to ascertain Ihe presence of any member of crew on board 
that ship. lieutenant Commander Saticdei Kumar Oberoi, 
the Executive Officer of Indian Naval Ship BETWA., volun- 
teered to fake charge of the sea boat. Whilst the sea boat was 
bci..g hoisted, the stiong waves started lashing the boat and 
tossing her in all direclions. The boat was continuously bang- 
ing against the ship’s side and the boat’s crew were being sub- 
jected to severe iolts. Meanwhile, Lieutenant Commander 
Oberoi’s right hand was seriously injured. However, inspite 
of the agonising pain, he remained calm and continued to con- 
centrate on the safety of the boa? and the crew with undivided 
attention. He managed to send 4 members of the crew on 
board by climbing life-lines in a most orderly manner. When 
due to continuous heavy banging against the ship’s side, the 
boat broke into two and the bowman fell overboard, the offi- 
cer immediately threw a life-buoy to him. He also helped the 
stein-sheet-man CHIRAT SINGH, Seaman First Class, to 
cl’mb up the Jacobs ladder. In the process, he himself was 
washed ovei board and engulfed by huge waves which carried 
him awav out of sight of the ship. However, the officer main- 
tained his wits, confidence, courage and determination and 
swam '■afely to a village 4 miles away. He contacted the local 
authorities and lost no time in informing the Naval authorities 
about his survival by the quickest possible means, thereby sav- 
ing a tremendous search and rescue effort. 

The exceptional qualities of courage, leadership, determi- 
nation and devotion lo duty displayed by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Satinder Kumar Oberoi are in the highest traditions 
of the Indian Navy. 

4. Lieutenant Commander PIYUSH JHA, 

(00526W) Indian Navy 

Lieutenant Commander Piyush Jhat. was commissioned in 
the Indian Navy in July 1963, and qualified as a pilot in May 
1965. In a short period of 8 years only he has accumulated 
to his credit a total of about 2,400 flying hours and is the 
Senior Pilot of the Naval Helicopter Training School. After 
mmv successful tenures of duty in frontline flying, he was 
selected to undergo the Flying Instructors Course and qualified 
as a QF1 in June 1971. Thereafter, he earned out instruc- 
tional duties in the Air Force Flying College. He was then 
appointed to the newly commissioned Naval Helicopter Train- 
ing S ;hool where he has put in commendable and sustained 
effort to convert young pilots for helicopters. In little over one 
and a half vears. he has flown more than 1,200 hours of in- 
stnietional flying. Often he has logged over 90 hours in a 
single month In fact he has been largely instrumental in con- 
verting over 20 pilots for helicopters in this short period and 
has greatly helped in establishing the Helicopter Training 
School as a h>hly organised and smooth running unit. 

Throughout, Lieutenant Commander Piyush Hja displayed 
professional skill, leadership and devotion to duty in the best 
tradit'ons of the Indian Navv. 

s. MUTHAN KAI.IAPPAN, Leading Air Diver, 

82871, Indian Navy. 

Muthnn Kalianpan. Leading Air Diver, joined the Navy in 
Julv 1964. While borne on board a Naval Ship during the 
period from April 1971 to February 1973, he flew for 395 
horns in 680 sorties in Naval Helicopters Besides logging 30 
hours for harbour patrol and in search of survivors, he car- 
ried rut 5 rumps during various demonstrations and rescue 
operations. He has also flown under adverse weather condi- 
tions involving risk to his life in evacuating casualities from a 
merchant sh<’r. He also gave commendable account of him- 
self in ci; lying out diving duties in the Eastern Sector.
